Casualties sustained by the Mexican 
Federal army in quashing revolution- 
ary uprisings throughout Mexico were 
detailed in a statement issued here 
today by Gen. Jose Alvarez, President 
Calies’s chief of staff, who declared 
in addition that as yet no regular 
army officer of any rank has revolted 
and that the personnel of the fighting 
forces has shown a marked loyalty to 
the Calles government. 

Gen. Alvarez said it had been called 
to his attention that in some cases 
former officers of the Federal army 
had joined the insurgents.

State Outflow 
Somewhat Clogged 


| Only Sixty-nine Bills Present- 


ed With 100 Forecast 


Taxation of Publicly Owned 
Utilities Proposed 


SACRAMENTO, Jan 11. (#)—The 
torrential downpour of proposed new 
laws forecast for today’s session of 
the Legislature did not materialize, 
but there was no rush on the part of 
veteran law makers to throw away 
their umbrellas. 

Instead of the more than 100 meas- 
ures expected, there were introduced 
in the two houses only sixty-nine, 
among which were two constitutional 
amendments and four concurrent res- 


olutions. Senators and Assemblymen, 
however, called attention to the fact 
that the bill room was short-handed; 
that many bills were slow in coming 
through the legislative counsel bu- 


| Teau, and that Speaker Levey would 


not announce his Assembly commit- 
tee appointments until tomorrow. 

So the consensus was that today’s 
brief shower of bills was no assur- 
ance of unusually light 
during the remainder of the 


UTILITY TAXATION 


Among the fifty-two measures of- 
fered in the Assembly was a consti- 
tutional amendment by Assemblyman 
Anderson of Redding, which would 
authorize the taxation of publicly 
owned utilities, such as municipal 
railways and electric light plants, on 
the same basis as privately owned 
utilities. Municipal waterworks 
would be excepted. Anderson's amend- 
ment has the backing of farm bureau 

tions and other rural inter- 
ests. It is similar to the measure 
Gefeated in the 1925 session. 

Another measure which would have 
far-reaching effect if enacted into law 
is a bill introduced by Assemblyman 
Jewett of Hanford. It would repeal 
the inde ce law which 
has been in effect in California for 
ten years. 

Under the indeterminate sentence 
law California judges do not sentence 
offenders to definite terms in prison. 
The court commits the defendant to 
a prison “for the term prescribed by 
law,” which may be one to ten years, 
one to fourteen, or some other com- 
bination of minimum and maxnaum. 
After the prisoner has served the min- 
imum time the State Board of Prison 
Directors fixes the exact length of his 
sentence. Jewett's bili simply would 
restore the system in vogue before 
1917. when a judge was empowered 
to send a man to the penitentiary for 
a definite term of years. The mini- 
mum and maximum terms permitted 
under existing laws would remain 
unchanged.

of them, introduced by Assemblyman 
Heisinger of Fresno county, would 
radically change the system of allo- 
cating gasoline tax funds.

tration. Heisinger believes this ar- 
rangement is unfair. He proposes to 
divide the gas tax money among the 
fifty-eight counties on the basis of 
amount of gasoline sold in the coun- 
ty. Thus a rural county with a very 
small number of automobiles regis- 
tered but a very large number of city 
automobiles traveling ite -oads could 
collect a share of the tax based on the 
amount of fuel sold to motorists pass- 
ing through as well as to automobile 
owners living in the county.

FRANCE SOUGHT 


Press Begins Campaign on 
Immigration Control 


Economic Crisis Feared as 


Foreign Influx Grows 


Deportation Urged by Some 
to Relieve Situation 


PARIS, Jan. 11. (Exclusive)— 
Alarmed at the decreasing birth rate 
in France and increasing immigra- 
tion, the French press has begun an 
active campaign to force the govern- 


ment to institute control measures, 
establishing immigration quotas like 
the United States. 

“Within ten years 7,000,000 foreign- 
ers will inhabit France and the 
French people may be decreased to 
30,000,000—what will happen then in 
case of war?” asks Intransigeant edi- 
torially. 

An economic crisis is threatening 
imminently as a result of the enor- 
mous numbers of unemployed, and 
the chomane is rendering the question 
more acute, as the French suggest 
deporting the foreigners as the most 
logical solution, rather than leave the 
French man or woman jobless. 

It is pointed out that a majority 
of the foreigners are concentrated in 
a few of the largest cities, refusing to 
work at agriculture, and since the 
French themselves are trekking to- 
ward the communities, more and 
more farms are being abandoned an- 
nually. 

The authorities are considering es- 
tablishing a national immigration 
ministry and instituting medical ex- 
aminations and controlling move- 
ments for foreigners—sending certain

Company Seeks Reconsideration of Street Opening WAGE RISES 


Council Committee Holds 


Special Session to Boost 
Pay of Thirty Vorkers 


The City Council's Finance Com- 
mittee held a special meeting yesver- 


day for the sole purpose of raising 
city employees’ salaries where the 
rises will do the most good during 
the coming city campaign. When 
the committee adjourned it had in- 
creased the city pay roll $11,820 a 
year for the benefit of the thirty em- 
ployees whose pay was raised. There 
are 15,000 city employees. 

The committee will hold further 
meetings to consider pay increases 
for several hundred employees of the 
engineering department and its pub- 
lic works“ inspection division, and 
requests for increases for employees 
of the Controller’s office. Health Of- 
ficer Parrish asked for increases for 
many employees of that department, 
which, if granted, will boost the city 
pay roll another $35,000 a year. 

Among the fortunate ones who yes- 
terday received salary rises are Sec- 
retary Ferris of the Board of Public 
Works, from $300 to $375 a month; 
Assistant Secretary Milton Offner, 
from $250 to $275 a month; Secretary 
Payne of the Board of Public Utili- 
ties, from 6275 to $300 a month; 
Chief of Motor-Vehicles Inspector 
Gunn, from 6225 to $260 a month; 
Deputy City Clerk Hopper, from $275 
to $300 a month; Chief Deputy City 
Treasurer McPherrin, from $325 to 
#375 a month; Chief Deputy Assess- 
ment Clerk Follmer, from $200 to 
$300 a month. 

These salary-increase recommenda- 
tions, together with all others to be 
decided on by the committee, are to. 
take effect March 1, so that the new 
salaries included in the city budget 
for the next fiscal year, will be sub- 
mitted to the Council before Feb- 
ruary 15. 

The committee took no action yes- 
terday on the Central Labor Coun- 
cil’s proposed wholesale increases for 
machinists, foremen, blacksmiths, 
auto mechanics and other men who 
work at trades, amounting to more 
than $50,000 a year pay-roll increases. 

This delay was due to technical 
errors in the long, detailed wage- 
scale submitted by the labor council 
through the Board of Public Works. 
In the anxiety of organized labor to 
rush through the new wage scale, the 
report as it reached the committee 
included workers in various depart- 
ments not under the control of the 
Board of Public Works. Action there- 
fore was deferred so that the unions’ 
demands may be placed in proper 
form. The result to the taxpayers, 
however, will not be as the 
pay rises, if granted, will — to 
the same, 650,000 a year, whether the 
unicn wage is submitted in parts in 
proper form, or in bulk

He made as 
his reason for seeking dismissal the state- 
ment that the States principal witness, 
by reason of the conflicting stories she has 
told, is unworthy of credence. 

This in the face of the facf that this wit- 
ness was 8 confessed perjurer when Mr. 
Keyes first undertook the prosecution of 
Mrs. McPherson on the evidence this wit- 
ness supplied—evidence which in its essen- 
tials she hag not since contradicted. The 
situation has not changed in any impor. 
tant particuler since Mr. Keyes spent some 
five weeks and about $50,000 in taxpayers’ 
money in trying the case in municipal court 
on the same evidence which he now says 
could not with honor be presented at the 
bar of justice. 

So. far as concerns the indispensability 
of this particular story, Mr. Keyes has 
himself frequently declared that he has 
other independent evidence of a convincing 
and indisputable character. 

The amazing rapidity with which Mr. 
Keyes hag changed his mind regarding the 
merits of the McPherson charges is rem 
iniscent of sothing se much as the famous 
report of Strick Gillilan’s Irish train agent: 

“Off agin, on agin, gone agin, Finne 


He has kept his ewn office in a turmoil 
and his deputies spinning on their own 
axles like so many teetotumg in their et- 
forts to keep up with him. 

First Mr. Keyes said there was nothing 
in the McPherson case to justify any ac 
tivity on the part of the District Attorneys 
office, even should it appear that the evan- 
gelist’s kidnaping story was untrue. 

Immediately thereafter the District At- 
torney’s office began an intensive and ex- 
pensive investigation wit the obvious pur- 
pose of proving the story untrue. 

Evidence was secured at Carmel by Mr. 
Keyes’s deputy which Mr. Keyes deelared 


in an offieial statement to be conclusive. 


On July 30 he sent his chief investigator 


to that place with orders to serve an arm- 


ful of subpoenas on Carmel citizens to ap- 
pear before the grand jury. 

On August 1 he deelared the new . 
dence so convincing that it would be un- 
necessary to employ experts to interpret it. 

On August 2 he executed a complete re- 
versal, telegraphed his deputy at Carmel 
to discontinue service of the subpoenas and 
declared that be was dropping the investi- 
gation. 

On August 5 he declared officially: 

“Personally I am unwilling to assume 
the responsibility of a criminal trial unless 
and until the grand jury is prepared to 
justify it. Hasty or ill-considered action 
in this case would plunge this county into 
religious turmoil. A mistrial would be ex- 
pensive and unjust both to the people and 
to the aecused.” 

The grand jury took no action, but Mr. 
Keyes did, notwithstanding this declara- 
tion. On the same evidence which he 
now declares completely untrustworthy he 
brought fermal accusations against Mrs. 
McPherson, her mother, Kenneth Ormiston 
and others and carried through the muni- 
cipal court @ proceeding which, in time con- 
sumed, money spent and elaboration of ef- 
fort, amounted to a trial. In connection 
with this hearing Mr. Keyes said on Sep- 
tember 16: 

“It is my duty and I can do no less than 
exert the full power’of my office to bring 
this woman (Mrs. McPherson) before the 
bar of justice. .. . Legal action to 
place before the public of this community 
all of the facts and circumstances of this 
case and to prosecute this woman and her 
assistants for tampering with the instru- 
mentalities of the law is imperative.” 

As a result of Mr. Keyes’s efforts in the 
preliminary bearing, which he conducted 
personally, Mrs. McPherson and her co- 
defendants were held for trial. 

Ormiston had not heen arrested, being 
in hiding. Mr. Keyes declared officidily 
that, as a principal in the case, he would 
be hunted down and brought to justice. 
Hig office spent much time and money try- 
ing to find Ormiston. 

When Ormiston was finally located Mr. 
Keyes had lost all interest in him. Though 
his deputies caused the long-suffering grand 
jury to indict the radio man, Mr. Keyes 
imperiled the whole procéeding by his at- 
titude of complete indifference. 

‘Two weeks ago Mr. Keyes said unofficial 
ly that he would like to “get out from un- 
der.” Upon further questioning the chief 
woman witness made certain elaborations 
of her previous story. Mr. Keyes there- 
upon announced that the case had “blown 
up; that he would not prosecute a yellow 
dog on such evidence. 

The next day he reversed himself again 
and officially declared he would continue 
the prosecution. | 

On Monday last he dismissed the case. 

The Times has no expression to make 
as to the guilt or innocence of Mrs. Me 
Pherson and her codefendants. Probably

* Relations with the Latin republics to 
the south of us are amicable ae far as the 
governments are concerned; but the att! 
tude of the press and public opinien is not 
what one could justly term cordial. There 
are groups, led by the press, in mest of 


mn 


with an inclination to interfere with the 
internal affairs of their respective coun- 
tries. 

The Latin-American republics are not 
seeking foreign counsel. Their parliaments 
are extremely jealous of what they term 
their rights. When the Seuth American 
republics see American marines lending in 
Nicaragua aud American war vessels pa- 
trolling Nicaraguan waters they fee! thet 
these vessels and marines may call at 
their ports next; so they protest against 
what is taking place in Nicaragua, to show 
what they would do under like circum- 
stances. 

Yet there is not one of the parliaments 
that would not eall upon this country for 
aid if revolution were to raise its head, 
especially revolution fostered from with- 
out. When they are in trouble they Dok 
to this eountry as their hereditary and 
legitimate protector. If they are attacked 
they expect us to be the first to the de- 
fense; but they want to be the sole judges 
of when and in what mapner our govern- 
ment shall intervene. 

Under such conditions the toleration of 
our gcwerument is sometimes strained. Eu- 
ropean powers, since Cleveland's Venezue- 
lan message, have come to look to this 
country to protect the lives and property 
of their nationals in these Latin-American 
republics. But if we should adopt a strict 
policy of noninterference it is plain that 
there would soon be armed interference 
from the other side of the Atlantic. 

Yet there is no intention on the part of 
these southern neighbors to be unjust 
toward us; there is only a confusion of un- 
derstanding of the term just.“ And this 
has its origin in the different points of view 


regard life and the relations of peoples. 


conception of honor from that of the An- 
glo-Saxon; while the Anglo-Saxon, colder 
in clime, is also colder in blood, inclined 
to place economics hefore sentiment. 

Conferences between Latin and Anglo- 
Saxon develop misunderstandings that 
would not arrive if the two racial concep- 
tions of points to be considered did not 
come into conflict. The Anglo-Saxon is 
strong on technical advisors, and attorneys 
versed in the fine point of international 
law. The Latin scorns the technical ad- 
visers and 
hair-splitting attorneys. 

No people have a finer sense of honor 
as they conceive it than those of Spanish 
blood. Never can it be said of them that 
“The jingle of the guinea helps the hurt 
that honor feels.” Their answer to a real 
or fancied injury is not a libel suit, but a 
blow. They do not consider whether a 
war would be worth the fighting. They 
give to their sentiment full play, without 
any afterthought of economic considera- 
tions. 

Only those ‘who have long associated 
with the Latin peoples can understand their 
seorn for a people whose President would 
announce that they were “too proud to 
fight.” The Latin is always too proud not 
to resent what he considers an insult from 
any source. 

When Anglo-Saxons come in contact with 
these Latin peoples they must be prepared 
to make concessions to points of view thut 
originate in different racial conceptions.

It seems to me that poetry, as 
much as other things, should be 
governed by the law of the great- 
est good for the greatest. number.

INFLAMMATIONS AROUND THE NAILS 


Infeammation around the roots and 
sides of the hails is known by the 
technical name of Paronychia. The 
condition may be caused by similar 
things that cause inflammations else- 
where-—-injuries; pus infections, ring- 
worm and other skin disea e, and cer- 
tain systemic diseases. Unless the in- 
fammation is due to a systemic dis- 
ease, absolute cleanliness and the use 
of some antiseptic medication is all 
that ig necessary to help it to heal, 
m most cases. Occasionally the con- 
dition is so bad that the nails have 
to be removed for drainage, but this 
ts usual. Housewives who are 80 
aff! should wear rubber gloves 
fov dishwashing and other household 
work. 

Treatment. Soak the hands in hot 
water containing a teaspoonful of bi- 
carbonate of soda to the quart of wa- 
tex. and then use some antiseptic such 
as boracic acid powder, or paint with 
tedin once a day. Another treatment 
after soaking the hands in hot water 
and bicarbonate of soda, is the ich- 
thyo) ointment, 25 to 80 per cent kept 
on constantly. The dre Wing should be 
changed two or three times a day. If 
the nails are very bad, they should 
be kept bandaged. A physician should 
be comeulted to see if the condition

Fasten one end of the strap on the 
overlapping fold in such q@ manner 
that you can, pull tho acdhesive around 
under the toe and so pull the over- 
lapping fold away from the nail. Carry 
it way around and over the nai) so 
that it will overlap where you started 
and so hold in the medication and 
cotton. 

Cutting the toe nails straight eros 
instead of round is thought to pre- 
vent the formation of ingrowing toe 
nails. But it won't if you wear shoes 
that are too tight! (If you do out 
the nails straight across, round off the 
sharp corners with a nail file.)

ASK CITIZENS 
TO VOTE BONDS 


Long Beach Council to Re- 
quest Large Sum 


To Use Money to Expand Gas 
and Water Works 
Improvements to Include 
New Public Park 


LONG BEACH, Jan. 11.—This city's 
municipally owned public utilities, 
the gas and water departments, need 
more money for expansion, the City 
Council decided today when that 
body directed that steps be taken for 
authorizing a bond election on March 
9, next, when the voters will be asked 


to approve a $3,628,000 issue. March 
9 is the date already set for submis- 
sion of the proposed new city charter 
to the Long Beach Voters for apprival. 

Of the more than $3,000,000 that is 
to be sought by the city at the hands 
of the voters $1,250,000 is proposed 
for use of the municipal gas depart- 
ment. A gas holder with a capacity 
of 10,000,000 cubic feet of gas is & 
most important need of the munici- 
pal gas department, it will be er- 
plained to the voters. Such a con- 
tainer will do away with gas short- 
ages such as have been experienced 
here during the present winter, gas 
department officials say. This will 
cost $750,000. 

Another $300,000 would be. used for 
the extension of the municipal gas 
supply into the North Long Beach 
area, a section of the city now be- 
ing served by private interests at a 
rate more than double that charged 
by the city gas department. 

Financial needs of the city water 
department, which controls water 
lands in Signal Hill that have 
duced millions of dollars in royalties 
to the city treasury, are estimated a} 
$2,378,000 by the City Council. One 
of the requirements of the 
ment, it is said, is a boulevard and a 
strip of park land more than three 
miles long and 200 feet wide. The 
land is said by city water experts 
to traverse the heart of tne artesian 
water area of this territory. Wells 
are to be drilled st intervals along 
the strip, it was explained. Provi- 
sion for more wells, a water reser- 
voir with a 50,000,000-gallon capac- 
ity. more pumpe and other improve- 
ments for the water d ent are 
included in the list of needs that the 
proposed $2,378,000 bond issue would 
provide.
